EX-AUSTRIAN 
CHANCELLOR 
HERE MONDAY 


>r. Von Schuschnigg To 
Spoak At Salem Town 
Hall Meeting 


The former Chancellor of Aus­ 
tria, 
Dr. 
Kurt von Schuschnigg 
who was a prisoner In Nasi con­ 
centration camp* for seven years, 
will lecture here next Monday night 
at a Salem Town Hall meeting. 
The ex-chancellor, although only 
of 
middle age, is 
white-haired, 
the only outward sign of his ex­ 
periences with Hitler and his head 
men. 
He believes that It is possible 
for Germany to become a demo­ 
cratic country, 
Dr. Schuschnigg served as an ar­ 
tillery lieutenant during the first 
World war, after which he became 
lawyer at Innsbruck. Tyrol. 
In 
April, 1827, he was elected deputy 
of the Christian-Social party to the 
Vienna parliament and re-elected 
in tire following elections. 
In J an­ 
uary. 1932. he was appointed min­ 
ister of J ustice and in the following 
year minister of education. 
Shortly 
after 
the assassination 
of Chancellor Dull us*, in J uly, 1934, 
Schuschnigg was appointed chan­ 
cellor and remained chief of the 
Austrian government until March 
II. 1938 On this date HitJ er took 
over 
and 
Dr. Schuschnigg 
was 
placed in solitary confinement by 
S, S. troops from which he was 
rescued seven years later bv the 
American Fifth and British Eighth 
armies.

rived In New York last September 
for his second 
American lecture 
tour which ia heavily booked and 
will take him to over

COLUMBUS — Liistron Corp ., 
modified from a war baby to build 
enameled steel homes, is working 
now to p ut a dent of 17,500 homo« 
in the nation’s housing shortage 
before the y ear is over. 
Officials of the p re-fabrication 
p lant hop e to reach a p roduction 
level of 150 homes a day by mid­ 
summer on a minimum of p rivate 
cap ital and a 115,500,000 govern­ 
ment loan. The comp any will em­ 
p loy about 7,500 p ersons at top p ro­ 
duction. 
Walls, ceilings and roofs of the 
mass p roduction homes are made 
of p orcelain enameled ategl. 
Lus- 
tron will also make its own p lumb­ 
ing fixtures cf p orcelain. 
Carl G. Strandlund, an Immi­ 
grant who came to this country 
from Sweden at the age of three, 
is the sp ark behind the p ost-war 
corp oration. 
He is p resident, gen­ 
eral manager and controlling stock­ 


holder, although he invested only 
$1,000 cash in the dutfit. 
H e r * Big Outp ut # 
Strandlund, who learned mechan­ 
ical engineering Ur the farm im­ 
p lement industry at Moline, 111., 
hop es to build p roduction up to a 
\ 45,000-homes-» -y ear 
level. 
If 
he 
does, Lustron will p roduce almost 
double the number of homes p re­ 
fabricated by the 300 other hous­ 
ing factories in the country last 
y ear. 
The corp oration p resident is set­ 
ting up his home-building organi­ 
zation in one of the war-time Cur- 
tLss-Wrlght buildings on the out­ 
skirts of Columbus. 
The 
p orcelain-enameled 
s t e e l 
house was develop ed while Btrand- 
lund was vice-p resident of the Chi­ 
cago Vitreous Enamel Co. during 
the war. 
He was awarded a dia­ 
mond rgcdal a few weeks alter the 
war for what the armed forces said 
was an outstanding Job.

In addition, although not checked 
by sc'enti/ic. Instruments, occupants 
reported improved health. 
Overhanging eaves of the solar 
house shade the interior from direct

Because of Health; Will 
Finish April I 


(By Associate« Pros« ) 
I COLUMBUS, Feb . 23—Frank D 
Henderson was out today as Ohio 
penitentiary warden. 
Just 
why 
wasn’t known. 
Welfare Director Charles L. Sher­ 
wood demanded Hendersons resig­ 
nation Saturday following an in­ 
vestigation of reported administra­ 
tive breakdowns at the grey-walled, 
mid-town prison 
In 
an 
official 
announcement, 
Sherwood said: 
"Decision of Warden Henderson 
to submit 
his 
resignation 
was 
prompted by failing health." 
Henderson declined comment at 
the time but last night the 66-year- 
old warden told a reporter: 
I'm one of the healthiest men 
in Ohio. I'm not fit to play football 
as I did 40 years ago, but my 
health is good." 
This was Henderson’s first com­ 
ment on his ouster from the Job he 
had held since 1939. 
When I took the job,” he said, 
"I told them Gov. John W. Brlcker 
and Charlie Sherwood that when­ 
ever the time came that they did 
not think I was the right man for 
the Job, all they had to do was 
come over and tell me." 
Didn't Think Right Man 
That’s exactly what I did Sat­ 
urday," Sherwood said last night. 
“I didn’t think Warden Henderson 
was still the right man for the Job.” 
Sherwood refused further com­ 
ment. 
Ralph W Alvls, assistant super­ 
intendent of London prison farm, 
took over as acting warden today. 
Investigators for Sherwood 
re­ 
portedly 
turned 
up 
complaints 
that a small clique of guards and 
Inmates controlled the 96-year-old 
institution, that narcotics were be­ 
ing smuggled to prisoners and that 
rackets flourished behind the walls 
Asked about a clique controlling 
the prison, Henderson replied: 
"That is too silly for comment 
It makes me laugh. I became war­ 
den Aug. 24, 1939. and up to and 
including 
yesterday afternoon. 
I 
was boss of this penitentiary." 
He said If the other complaints 
were correct, he knew nothing about 
the matter. 
"No charges have been made, 
end I don't know of any that were 
to be made or are to be made.' 
Henderson 
continued. 
"You 
will 
have to ask Director Sherwood 
» bout that." 
Sherwood went to 
the 
prison 
Saturday to demand the warden’s 
resignation, or suspend him if he 
refused to quit. Henderson’s grip 
cn the Institution, 
Sherwood 
re­ 
ported, relaxed cxvudderablv 
the 
last six months as his health de­ 
clined. 
Agreed To Reaign 
Henderson agreed to resign, ef­ 
fective April 1. Later at a news 
conference, he smilingly answered 
all questions with: "No comment 
His resignation was reported "no 
reflection on his Integrity." 
Henderson’s firing marked the 
third time in 
13 years than an

der fire.

He resign­ 
ed in 1935 "because of poor health,' 
after Gov.

He apparently crossed his diplo­ 
m atic wires on this project and 
was slapped down b y Moscow’s po­ 
tent Pravda for predicting the for­ 
m ation of a B alkan confederation.

FOLLOWING Pearl Harbor, our 
Informal 
relations 
with 
General 
Charles de Gaulle were embittered 
by his unwarranted action in ord­ 
ering the forcible occup ation of the 
Wrench Islands of St. Pierre and 
Miquelon 
off 
the 
Newfoundland 
coast, by Free French force« . The 
incident occurred on Christmas eve» 
while the President was entertain­ 
ing Prime Minister Churchill at the 
White House. 
These island! had been under the 
jurisdiction of Oovemor Robert at 
Martinique. We had already reached 
agreements with Oovemor Robert, 
renewed a few day« after Pearl 
Harbor, whereby our interest in 
maintaining the status quo of St. 
Pierre and Miquelon was safeguard­ 
ed. We had also had negotiations 
with Canada during November and 
Deeember concerning a 
p owerful 
wireless station on St. Pierre which 
both Canada and we feared might 
serve as a guide to German sub- 
mk rines. 
We agreed that Canada should 
•end op erators to sup ervise mes­ 
sages transmitted by the station 
and that we would join Canada in 
economic p ressure against the Is­ 
lands it the local governor refused 
to accede to Canada’s move 
The Canadian government had 
informed us on Dec 4 of a sugges­ 
tion from the British government 
that the islands be occup ied by the 
Free French. This suggestion did 
net ap p eal either to the Canadians 
or to ourselves. 
At the end of November de Oualle 
had sent his ’’Minister of Marine,” 
Admiral Museher, to Insp ect the 
Free French corvettes op erating with 
the British off Newfoundland and 
at the same time to undertak e to 
rally the Miquelon islands to his 
movement Museher went to Ottawa 
where he sought the op inion of 
the Canadian government. The Ca­ 
nadian External Affairs dep artment 
would not give him p ermission 
On Dec 15 the British Foreign 
office stated that Prime Minister 
Churchill felt It would be desirable 
for the Free French forces to land 
and control the radio station rat her 
than few the Canadian government 
to tak e action in what might be an 
embarrassing p olitical situation. The 
Foreign office said further that no 
action would be tak en unless the 
consent of the American and Cana­ 
dian governments had been ob­ 
tained 
Museher saw our minister in O tta­ 
wa. Plerrep ont Moffat, that same 
day and ask ed for the op inion of 
the American government as to a 
landing of Free French troop s on 
the islands 
The 
President 
read 
Molfat’s telegram to this effect and 
said he did not favor any p olicy 
whereby the Free French were p er- 
milted to move In on the 8 t Pierre- 
Miquelun situation, This was tele­ 
p honed to Moffat. 
Moffat informed Museher of our 
\t» wa on Dei' 1« . Museher said to 
N |dfat he felt we were mak ing a 
mistak e, but hr would accep t this 
dfetston 
The Counselor of the Canadian 
legation in Washington. Mr Hume 
Wrong. said on Dei' 
22 that he 
could inform us that any action by 
the Free French forces had been 
called off 
lie Gaulle Sie'iboru 
MEANTIME, 
however, 
Museher 
had communicated with de Gaulle, 
who ordered him to go ahead just 
the same 
Without p revious wanting to Can 
nda or tile United » tales. Admiral 
Mnselier landed a small toree on tire 
¡stands on Christmas eve and took 
charge Gtu consul at a t 
Pierre. 
Maurice p wsquet rep orted to us on 
m that Mmeher was much 


aroused against de Gaulle whom he 
accused of having acted as a dicta­ 
tor. Museher said he intended to 
resign In p rotest against the un­ 
ilateral order given him by de 
Oaulle without the p rior ap p roval 
of the United States and Canada 
Sometime later Museher did break 
with de Gaulle.

p rovided that the United States, 
Britain and Canada would exercise 
joint sup ervision over the islands, 
which would be neutralized and 
demilitarized. 
De Gaulle Rejects Agreement 
THE PRESIDENT agreed to my 
p rop osed 
solution. We 
thereup on 


On that Christmas day I issued 
a statement, with the ap p roval of 
the President, characterizing the in­ 
cident 
by 
three 
"so-called 
Free 
French ship s” as “an arbitrary ac­ 
tion contrary to the agreement of 
all p arties concerned and certainly 
without the p rior k nowledge or con­ 
sent In any « ense of the United 
States government.” 
Unfortunately, many 
influential 
p eop le, both In the United States 
and abroad, did not comp rehend the 
broader Issues, and unleashed a 
violent attack on the State dep art­ 
ment and on me for having issued 
the statem ent I did on the seizure of 
the islands. Few actions that seem­ 
ed so minor have ever aroused op ­ 
p osition that became so bitter. 
A sp ecial offensive was launched 
against us because of the word “so- 
called” in the p hrase “so-called Free 
French ship s” in the statement. Our 
attack ers thought that with this 
word we were questioning the ex­ 
istence of the Free French or the 
fact that they were free, whereas 
by the p hrage we simp ly meant: 
Three ship s sup p osedly of the Free 
French, 
I had a blunt conversation with 
Prime Minister Churchill at the 
White House on the whole question 
of our relations with Vichy France, 
with the seizure of the islands as 
s sp ringboard The President, who 
thoroughly agreed with my p osition, 
was p resent at this discussion, but 
he remained on tire side-lines while 
Mr. Churchill and I indulged In 
some p lain sp eak ing. 
I p ointedly accused de Gaulle of 
being 
a 
marp lot « acting 
directly 
contrary to the exp ressed wishes of 
Britain, Canada, and the United 
States, and I ask ed the p rime min­ 
ister to induce him to withdraw his 
troop s from the St. Pierre-Miquelon 
Islands, with Canadians and Ameri­ 
cans assuming sup ervision over tiie 
radio station at St. Pierre. 
Mr. Churchill said that if he in­ 
sisted on such a request his re­ 
lations with the Free French move­ 
ment would be Imp aired. 
I rep lied that the p resence of the 
Free French on the islands, with­ 
out our doing anything about it, 
jeop ardised our relations with the 
Vichy government, I re-emp hasised 
the imp ortance of continuing those 
relations in that they enabled us to 
use our influence to k eep the French 
fleet and bases from falling into 
Oerman hands and to k eep obser­ 
vers hi "Vichy France and In French 
North and West Africa. 
Mr Churchill agreed that these 
relations with Vichy were imp or­ 
tant to Britain as well as to the 
United States. 
I directly ask ed the Prime M inu­ 
ter whether he could not do some­ 
thing to p revent de Gaulle's move­ 
ment from continuing its radio and 
p ress attack s on the American gov­ 
ernment. 
When the Prime Minister won­ 
dered whether he would be In p o­ 
sition to exercise any such censor­ 
ship over de Oaulle, I aaUf that de 
Gaulle's p rop aganda c a m p a i g n 
against us was being financed by 
British funds, and de Oaulle could 
be quick ly stop p ed dead in his track s 
if Mr Churchill threatened to with­ 
draw Britain's subsidies 
Mr. Churchill agreed to consider 
the various p oints I had raised 
I dialled a p rop osed agreement 
Dial I believed accep table to the 
United States, Urttain. and Canada 
and that would mak e withdrawal 
of the Free French ftwees from the 
islands agreeable to de Oaulle This 


i submitted it to Mr. Churchill. He 
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accep ted It on condition that de 
Gaulle agreed. Meantime the Petain 
government agreed to it. Bflt de 
Gaulle rejected it. 
De Gaulle never did consent to 
our p rop osed agreement which would 
have ironed out the disp ute. 
Finally, as the turmoil over the 
incident declined, I felt that the 
wisest course would be to let the 
m atter rest until the end of the 
war. The President agreed with my 
recommendation, and the matter 
accordingly declined to one of those 
footnotes of history that had dan­ 
gerous 
p ossibilities 
of 
becoming 
whole chap ters. 
Our relations with de Gaulle’s 
movement were not help ed by the 
Incident. There was no doubt In 
the.minds of the President or myself 
that de Oaulle p ersonally was re­ 
sp onsible for violating his commit­ 
ment to Britain and for going di­ 
rectly contrary to the wishes of the 
United States and Canada. We re­ 
garded him as more ambitious for 
himself and less reliable than we 
had thought him before. 
As for myself, the refusal of the 
President to bring more p ressure on 
Mr. Churchill to clarify the relations 
between Great 
Britain 
and 
the 
United States with regard to dc 
Gaulle and Vichy was one of sev­ 
eral factors that almost caused me 
to resign as Secretary of State In 
January, 19 42. I so seriously con­ 
sidered resigning that I p encilled 
out a note to the President tender­ 
ing my resignation. 
A few comments may be In order 
in summing up the effects of our 
Vichy p olicy. It Is unfortunate that 
that p olicy « roused so many emo­ 
tions in the United States that even 
today some p ersons refuse to see 
anything in it but the most mourn­ 
ful black . 
Some of these p ersons are lik e 
those who throughout history have 
been drawn to the dramatic figure 
on horseback , who follow him blind­ 
ly, who will see no fault In him. 
and Who regard as bitter enemies all 
who refuse to admit his sup remacy. 
Curiously, many Britons and Am­ 
ericans, look ing up on de Gaulle as 
a newborn Joan of Arc, embraced 
him with more Intensity than the 
average among his own French fol­ 
lowers. 
The first p oint Is that President 
Roosevelt and I saw as one toward 
Vichy and toward de Gaulle. 
The second p oint is that Prime 
Minister Churchill, and sometimes 
Eden, strongly sup p orted to the 
President and me our maintenance 
of relations with Vichy, even though 
they themselves condemned Vichy 
and made those relations difficult. 
The third p oint la that our re­ 
lations with Vichy brought us p rov­ 
en advantages They meant contacts 
in Vichy France and in French 
North Africa which would have been 
cut off comp letely had we brok en 
with Vichy. They meant informa­ 
tion They meant having our own 
rep resentatives on the sp ot to con­ 
vince Frenchmen that the Allies 
would win, however long U took , and 
that Vichy France should not col­ 
laborate witti Germany, 
They help ed k eep » live In the 
minds of the French p eop le their 
basic concep ts of freedom and the 
hop e that France's tree Institutions 
would be restored, They were In­ 
strumental In p reventing the cession 
of boots and materials to Germany 
In May, PHI These relations p layed 
a p art in k eep ing the French fleet 
front p assing into German hands 
The fourth p oint Is that we had 
no p re-eminent I ranch leader to 
turn to if we ware to cm off Vichy 
I entirely and p erhap s p ush P v u u is 
government into Hitler» arms

have you. 
Tak e Tom Hunter, the tall, thin 
man in charge of Pan American 
World Airways’ loet and found de­ 
p artm ent in the International Ter­ 
minal at La Guardla Airp ort. He’s 
forever going around with a fist 
full of p lane schedules, cablegrams 
and a harried look on his face, try- 
irfe to find some missing articles. 
Brief Case Gets Around 
As a samp le of what he has to go 
through to unite the p assenger with 
a lost Item, Hunter cites this in­ 
cident: a p assenger arriving from 
Lisbon said he had loet a brief case 
with Imp ortant p ap ers. Hunter fig­ 
ured another p assenger might have 
p ick ed up the brief case. 
« o, after days of cabling back 
and forth, he learned that the brief 
case had wound up in Johannes­ 
burg, South Africa. When It ar-« j 
rived at La Guardia Airp ort. Hunter 
learned the p assenger hadn’t stayed 
p ut. He was in Buenos Aires by that 


time, so that’s where the case was 
forwarded. 
Another brief case Incident is re­ 
p orted by United Airlines.

All Is Forgiven 
Then, it develop ed, several flaws 
were discovered In the bluep rints 
so that it would have cost the gov­ 
ernm ent several million dollars In 
changes if the war p lant had been 
.started immediately, as originally 
p lanned. Consequently, all was for­ 
given.

American Airlines has k ep t a rec­ 
ord which shows that about 60 p airs 
of eyeglasses are left by p assengers 
on p lanes every month, and about 
30 additional p eop le Inquire to find 
out if they left their glasses on a 
p lane.
